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ADMISSION BILL. 


A BILL (H. R. 4562) to provide ioe the acrission of 
the State of Idaho into the Union. 

' WHEREAS, The people of the Territory of Idaho did, 
on the 4th day of July, 1889, by a convention of dele- 
gates called and assembled for that purpose, form for 
themselves a constitution, which constitution was àti- 
fied and adopted by the people of said Territory at an 
election held therefor on the first Tuesday in Novem- 
ber, 1889, which constitution is republican in form and 
is in conformity with the Constitution of the United 
States; and 

WHEREAS, Said convention and the people of said 
Territory have asked the admission of said Territory 
into the Union of States on an equal footing with the 
original States in all respects whatever: Therefore, 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Represen- 
tatives of the United States of America in Congress 
assembled: That the State of Idaho is hereby declared 
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to be a State of the United States of America, and is 


hereby declared admitted into the Union on an equal 
footing with the original States in all respects what- 


ever; and that the constitution which the people of 
Idaho have formed for themselves be, and the same is 
hereby, accepted, ratified, and confirmed. 

SEC. 2. That the said State shall consist of all the 
territory described as follows; Beginning at the inter- 
section of the thirty-ninth meridian with the boundary 
line between the United States and the British 
Possessions, then following said meridian south until it 
reaches the summit of the Bitter Root Mountains; 
thence southeastward along the crest of the Bitter 
Root Range and the continental divide until it inter- 
sects the meridian of thirty-four degrees of longitude; 
thence southward on this meridian to the forty-second 
parallel of latitude: thence west on this parallel of 
latitude to its intersection with a meridian drawn 
through the mouth of the Owyhee River; north on 
this meridian to the mouth of the Owyhee River; 
thesace down the mid-channel of the Snake River to 
the mouth of the Clearwater River; and thence north on 
the meridian which passes through the mouth of the 
Clearwater to the boundary line between the United 
States and the British Possessions, and east on said 
boundary line to the place of beginning. 

SEC. 3. That until the next general census, or 
until otherwise provided by law, said State shall be 
entitled to one Representative in the House of Repre- 
sentatives of the United S.ates, and the election of the 
Representative to the Fifty-first Congress and Fifty- 
second Congress shall take place at the time and be 
conducted and certified in the same manner as is pro- 
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vided in the constitution of the State for the election 
of State, district, and other officers in the first instance. 

The law of the Territory of Idaho, for the registra- 
tion of voters shall apply to the first election of State, 
district, and other officers held after the admission of 
the State of Idaho. County and precinct officers 
elected at the first election held after the admission of 
the State of Idaho shall assume the duties of their re- 
spective offices on the second Monday of January, 
189I. 

SEC. 4. That sections numbered 16 and 36 in 
every township of said State, and where such section, 
or any parts thereof, have been sold or otherwise. dis- 
posed of by or under the authority of any act of Con- 
gress, other lands equivalent thereto in legal subdivi- 
sion of not less than one-quarter section, and as con- 
tiguous as may be to the section in lieu of which the 
same is taken, are hereby granted to said State for the 
support of common schools, such indemnity lands to 
be selected within said State in such manner as the 
Legislature may provide, with the approval of the 
Secretary of the Interior. 

Sec. 5. That all lands herein granted for educa- 
tional purposes shall be disposed of only at public 
sale, the proceeds to constitute a permanent school 
fund, the interest of which only shall be expended in 
the support of said schools. But said lands may, un- 
der such regulations as the Legislature shall prescribe, 
be leased for periods of not more than five years, and- 
such lands shall not be subject to pre-emption, home- 
stead entry, or any other entry under the land laws of 
the United States, whether surveyed or unsurveyed, 
but shall be reserved for school purposes only. 
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SEc. 6. That fifty sections of the unappropriated 
public lands within said State, to be selected and lo- 
cated in legal subdivisions as provided in Section 4 of 
this act, shall be, and are hereby, granted to said State 
for the purpose of erecting public buildings at the 
capital of said State for legislative, executive, and judi- 
cial purposes. 

SEC. 7. That 5 per cent of the proceeds of the 
sales of public lands lying within said State which 
shall be sold by the United States subsequent to the 
admission of said State into the Union, after deduct- 
img all the expenses incident to the same, shall be paid 
to the said State, to be used as a permanent fund, the 
interest of which only shall be expended for the sup- 
port of the common schoois within said State. 

SEc. 8. That the lands granted to the Territory of 
Idaho, by the act of February 18, 1881, entitled “An 
act to grant lands to Dakota, Montana, Arizona, Idaho © 
and Wyoming for university purposes,” are hereby 
vested in the State of Idaho to the extent of the full 
quantity of 72 sections to said State, and any portion 
of said lands that may not have been selected by said 
Territory of Idaho, may be selected by the said State; 
but said act of February 18, 1881, shall be so amended 
as to provide that none of said lands shall be sold for 
less than $10 per acre, and the proceeds shall consti- 
tute a permanent fund to be safely invested and held 
by said State, and the income thereof be used exclu- 
sively for uniyersity purposes. The schools, colleges 
and universities provided for in ‘this act shall forever 
remain under the exclusive control of the said State, 


p and no part of the proceeds arising from the sale or 


disposal of any lands herein granted for educational 
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purposes shall be used for the support of any sectarian 
or denominational school, college or university. - 

SEC. 9. That the penitentiary at Boise City, Idaho, 
and all lands connected therewith and set apart and, 
reserved therefor, and unexpénded appropriations of 
money therefor, and the personal property of the 
United States now being in the Territory of Idaho 
which has been in use in the said Territory in the ad- 
ministration of the Territorial government, including 
books and records and the property used at the con- 
stitutional convention which convened at Boise City in 
the month of July, 1889, are hereby granted and 
donated to the State of Idaho. 

SEc. 10. That 90,000 acres of land, to be selected 
and located as provided in section 4 of this act, are 
hereby granted to said State for the use and support 
of an agricultural college in said State, as provided in 
the acts of Congress making donations of lands for 
such purposes. 

Sec. 11. That in lieu of the grant of land for pur- 
poses of internal improvement made to the new States 
by the eighth section of the act of September 4, 1841, 


which section is hereby repealed as to the State of~ ~ 


Idaho, and in Heu of any claim or demand by the said 
State under the-act of September 28, 1850, and section 
2479 of the Revised Statutes, making a grant of 
swamp and overflowed lands to certain States, which 
grant, it is hereby declared, is not extended to the 
State of Idaho, and in lieu of any grant of saline lands 
to said State, the following grants of land are hereby 
made to wit: To the State of Idaho: For the establish- 
ment and maintenance of a scientific school, 100,000 
acres; for State normal schools, 100,000 acres; for the 
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support and maintenance of the insane asylum located 
at Blackfoot, 50,000 acres; for the support and main- 
tenance of the State university located. at Moscow, 
.50,000 acres; for the support and maintenance: of the 
penitentiary located at Boise City, 50,000 acres; for 
other’ State, cnaritable, educational, penal and reforma- 
tory institutions, 150,000 acres. None -of the lands 
granted by this.act shall be sold for.less than $10 an 
acre. 

SEC. 12. That the State of Idaho shall not be 
entitled to any further or other grants of land for any 
purpose than as expressly provided in this act. And 
the lands granted by this section shall be held, appro- 
priated, and disposed of exclusively for the purpose 
herein mentioned, in such manner as the Legislature 
of the State may provide. j 

SEC. 13. That all mineral lands shall be exethpted 
from the grants by this act. But if sectfons 16’and 36,. 
or any subdivision, or portion of any smallest subdivi- 
Sion thereof in any township shall be found”by the 
Department of the Interior to be mineral lands, said. 
State is hereby authorized and empowered to select, in. 
legal subdivisions, an equal quantity of other unappro- 
priated lands in said State, in lieu thereof, for the use 
and .the benefit of the common schools of said State. ` 

SEC. 14. That all lands granted in quantity or as 


direction of the Secretary of the Interior, from the. sut- 
veyed, unreserved, and unappropriated public lands of 
the United States within the limits of the State entitled 
-thereto. And there shall be deducted from the num- 
ber of acres of land donated by this act for the specific 
objects to said State the, number of acres heretofore 
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donated by Congress to said Territory for -similar 
objects." = 
SEC. 15.- That the sum of $28,000, or so-mtich 
thereof as may. be-necessary, is hereby appropriated, out 
of any money in the Treasury not otherwise- appropri- 
ated, for defraying ‘the expenses: of. said convention 


and for the payment of the members thereof, under the 


same rules and regulations andat the same rates as are ° 


now provided: by law for the “payment of the Territc- 
rial ‘Legislatures, and for elections held therefor and 
thereunder. Any money hereby appropriated not 
necessary for-such purpose shall be covered: into the 
Treasury of the: United: States. 

SEC. 16.__ That. the said State shall. constitute a 
judicial district, thet “name. thereof. to. be the same as the 


name -of the State; and the circuit and district courts > 


therefor shall be held at the capital of the State for 
the time being, and the said district shall, for judicial 
purposes, until otherwise provided, bé attached to the 
ninth judicial ‘circuit. . There shall be appointed for 
said district one district judge; `one` United States 


attorney, and one United States marshal. The judge 


of the: said district shall receive a yearly salary of 
$3,500, payable in four equal installments on the first 
days of January, April, July, and October of each year, 
and- shall reside in the district. “There shall be ap- 
pointed clerks of said courts in the said district, who 


‘shall keep their offices at the capital of said State. 
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The regular terms of said courts shall be held in said ` 


district, at the place aforesaid, on -the-first M day in 
April’and the first Monday in November of each year, 
and only one grand jury—and -one petit jury shall be 
summoned in both said circuit-and district courts. 
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The circuit and district courts for said district,and the 
‘judges thereof, respectively, -shall possess the same 


required to be performed by the other circuit and 
district courts and judges of the United States, and 
shall be governed by the same laws and regulations. 
The marshal, district attorney, and clerks of the circuit 
and district courts of said district, and all other officres 
and persons performing duties in the administration 
of justice therein, shall severally possess the powers 
and perform the duties lawfully possessed and required 
to be performed by similar officers in other districts 
in the United States, and shall, for the services they 
may perform, receive the fees and compensation 
allowed by law. to-other similar officers and persons 
` performing similar duties in the State of Oregon. 
Sec. 17. That all cases of appeal or writ of error 
heretofore prosecuted and now pending in the Su- 
preme Court of the United States upon any record 
from the supreme court of said Territory, or that may 
hereafter lawfully be prosecuted upon any record from 
said court, may be heard and determined by said 
Supreme Court of the United States; and the man- 
date of execution or for further proceedings shall be 
directed by the Supreme Court of the United States 
to the circuit or district court hereby established 
within the said State from or to the supreme court of 
such State, as the nature of the case may require. 
And the circuit, district, and State courts herein named 
shall, respectively, be the successors of the supreme 
court of the Territory, as to all such cases.arising. within 
the limits embraced within the jurisdiction of such caurts- 
respectively, with full power to proceed with the same 
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and award mesne or final process therein; and that 
from all judgements. and decrees of the supreme court = _ 

-of the Territory ‘mentioned in this act, in any case 
- arising within the limits of the proposed State prior to 
admission, the parties to such judgement shall-have __ S 
the same right to-prosecute appeals and writs of error i 
to the Supreme Court of the United States as they 
shall have had by law prior to the admission of said 
State into the Union. ; 
SEC. 18. That in respect to all cases, proceedings 
and matters now pending in Ithe supreme or district <i 
courts of the said Territory at the time of the admis- 


sion into the Union of the State of Idaho and arising ana ot 
within the limits of such State, whereof the circuit or 
district_courts by this act established might have had e 


ia under the laws of the United States had. y 
such courts existed at the time of the commencement 7 

of such cases, the said circuit and district courts, re- 
spectively, shall be the successors of said supreme 
and district courts of said Territory; and in respect to 
all other cases, proceedings and matters pending in the | 
supreme or district courts of said Territory at the time 
of the admission of such Territory into the Union, 
arising within the limits of said State, the courts es- 
tablished by such State shall, respectively, be the 
successors of said supreme and district Territorial © 
courts; and all the files, records, indietments, and pro- | % 
ceedings relating to any such cases shall be trans- ` 

ferred to such circuit, district, and State courts, respect- 

ively, and the same shall be proceeded with therein in 

due course of law; but no writ, action, indictment, 

cause or proceeding now pending, or that prior to the 

admission of the State shall be pending, in any Terri- 
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torrial courtin said Territory, shall abate by the ad- 
mission of such State, into the Union, but the same 
shall be transferred ant proceeded with in the proper 
United States circuit, district, or State court as the 
case may be: Provided, however, That in all civil ac- 
tions, causes, and proceedings in which the United 


States is not a party transfers shall not be made to'the _ 


circuit and district courts of the United States, except 
upon written request of one of the parties to such 
action or.proceeding filed in the proper court; and in 


‘the absence of such request such cases shall be pro- 


ceedéd with in the proper State courts. 
SEc. 19. That from and after the admission of 


__said State into the Union, in pursuance of this act, the 
. laws of the United States not locally inapplicable shall 


have the same force and effect within the said State 
as elsewhere within the United States. 

SEC. 20. That the Legislature of the said State may 
elect two senators of the United States as is provided 
bythe constitution of said State, and the Senators and 
Representative of said State shall be entitled to seats 
in Congress and to all the rights and privileges of 
Senators and Representatives of other States in the 
Congress of the United States. 

SEC: 21. That until the State officers are elected 
and qualified under the provisions of the constitution 
of said State, the officers of the Territory of Idaho 
shall discharge the duties of their respective offices 
under the constitution of the State, in the manner and 
form as therein vided; and all laws in force made 
by said Territory, at the time of its admission into. the 
Union, shall be in force if said State, except as 
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modified or changed by this act or by the constitution 

of the State. 1 f 
SEC. 22. That all acts or parts of acts in conflict . 

with the provisions of this act, whether passed by a 

Legislature of said Territory or by Congress, are ’ < 

hereby repealed.
